At the time of destruction, the 
ICBM will be in a restricted area of 
the Western Test Range, nearly 14 
miles off-shore and at an altitude of 
70,000 feet. 
While residents of Santa Maria 
and Lompoc might not hear the 
explosion, persons at Vandenberg 
AFB should hear a sound similar to 
the distant roll of thunder. 
The Minuteman being tested will 
contain no reentry system and the 
destruct device will be of the 
conventional or non-nuclear type 


explosive. This test is one of a series 
in development and test of a new

Looking into the western sky at an 
angle of 30 to 50 degrees, observers 
as far away as Santa Barbara may 
see

an explosive device which enables 
range safety officers to destroy the 


vehicle in the rare event that it 
malfunctions or veers off course.

Supervisors change mind 
on general plan concept

scrapped 
a 
widely-critized 
new 
policy statement on the county’s 
general plan late Monday, after it 
had run into attacks from the Goleta 
Valley Citizens Planning Group, 
General Plan advisory committees 
of 
Carpinteria 
Valley 
and 
Montecito, 
and 
other 
groups, 
including 
P reserve 
Lompoc’s 
Unique Surroundings (PLUS). 
The board then approved by a 5-0 
vote a broader and more basic 
statement of philosophy and purpose 
as presented by Supervisor Charles 
F. Catterlin, of Santa Barbara. 
Supervisor George H Clyde had 
led the onslaught to void the April 17 
position taken by the board in his 
absence 
He claimed the brief 
statement of policy approved three 
months ago stressing the general 
plan “ is not a specific plan” had the 
effect of “ taking the guts out of the 
general plan." 
The 
controversial 
alleged 
“ reaffirmation” of the previous 
position taken on the general plan 


had been drawn up, Clyde alleged, 
“during the noon hour” April 17 in 
the county counsel’s office. 
Presented by Supervisor Daniel 
G. Grant, of Goleta Valley, the 
policy 
statement 
declared 
the 
county’s general plan adopted in 
1965 “ exists only as a statement of 
development policies for long-term 
physical development within the 
county.” 
The board fell short of adopting 
the Goleta Valley Citizens’ Planning 
Group proposed policy statement, 
which was lauded by the Carpinteria 
and Montecito groups, and the Santa 
Barbara League of Women Voters. 
Herman Famum, chairman of the

MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - George 
S. 
McGovern 
clinched 
the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
today as Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
quit the race. 
“ After consultation with some of 
my closest friends and supporters, I 
have determined that I will not 
permit my name to be entered in 
nomination at the convention, and I 
am now releasing my delegates to 
vote as they wish.” 
“ My 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
presidential race is a withdrawal of 
candidacy 
only. 
It 
is 
not 
a 
withdrawal 
of 
spirit, 
or 
of 
determination to continue the battle 
I have waged all my public life on 
behalf of those who had no voice,” 
Humphrey said in a statement. 
“On behalf of Mrs. Humphrey and 
me, I wish to thank those who have 
worked so hard for these past six 
months—not only for my candidacy, 
but for the greater goal of a nation 
governed 
with 
justice 
and 
compassion.” 
McGovern was relaxing in his 
hotel 
room 
when 
Humphrey 
announced he was conceding to the 
South Dakotan’s nearly two-^ear 
battle to beat the pros at their own 
game. 
McGovern was just 43 votes short 
of the 1,509 needed for victory when 
balloting begins in the convention 
hall Wednesday night. Humphrey’s 
429-plus delegates, many of them 
almost sure to back McGovern,will 
put him easily past the required 
quota. 
Humphrey’s pullout came just 
hours after McGovern forces on and 
off the convention floor captured a 
crucial 
vote which 
restored to 
McGovern 151 California delegates 
which had been taken from him in 
pre-convention rulings. 
That victory—and the weight by 
which it was won— apparently 
prompted Humphrey to give up his 
decade-long 
quest 
for 
the 
presidency. 
Tears glistened in Humphrey’s 
eyes and his voice quavered at 
several points as he read the brief 
announcement of his withdrawal at 
a crowded hotel news conference. 
McGovern’s other rivals were 
largely silent. Sen. 
Edmund S. 
Muskie 
met 
with 
his 
closest 
advisers to reassess his position 
—already weak but further washed 
out by McGovern’s refusal to join 
his peace-making efforts Monday. 
George C. 
Wallace announced 
plans to go to the convention floor 
tonight to press his fight for the kind 
of conservative platform he says the 
party must have for victory in 
November. 
Humphrey indicated himself after 
the nearly night-long convention 
session that McGovern had what it 
took “The strategy was all right,” 
the former vice president said 
“ We just lacked a few votes.”

Critics claim tough road

MIAMI BEACH (L'FK - George McGovern won a 
dramatic battle to seat all his 271 California delegates 
today but his Democratic critics in the nation’s most 
populous state said he would have a tough time winning the 
war in November over President Nixon 
McGovern’s California delegates cheered, hugged each 
other and some even wept when the Democratic convention 
voted 1,618 to 1,238 to seat their entire slate, thus ousting 
151 delegates committed to eight losing candidates in the 
June 6 primary. 
McGovern's California “co-chairperson,' Assemblyman 
Willie Brown of San Francisco, had shouted to the 
convention from the rostrum, “ I deserve nothing less. Give 
me back my delegation." Actress Shirley MacLaine then 
led sympathetic Californians in chanting, “ Willie Brown, 
Willie Brown " 
“This means George .McGovern is the Democratic 
nominee on the first ballot," declared another “co- 
chairperson," Assemblyman John Burton of San Francisco.

Wal­ 
lace received 7.5 per cent of the California primary vote as 
a write-in candidate and did not campaign. 
State Sen Mervyn M. Dymally of Los Angeles, one of 
Hubert Humphrey’s top black advisers, said “ It was a good 
floor fight. They won But McGovern’s going to have a lot of 
repairing to do in California.” 
San Francisco supervisor Ouentin Cobb, pledged to Sen. 
Henry Jackson, predicted McGovern would be a political 
liability for other Democrats running in November. 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm's California chairman, Margaret 
Castro of San Diego, said she was undecided whether to 
endorse McGovern, assuming he wins the nomination 
Wednesday night.

Two Lompoc people 
see South America

Two Lompoc residents. Dr. Rod Hamer 
and Warren Culberson, last spring visited 
South America’s best known archeological 
ruins, the Incan "lost city’’ of Machu 
Picchu. 
Both felt the physical setting of the ruins 
were “ awe-inspiring." Later they spent 
three days on the Amazon River where the 
pair crashed a native party one night. 
Itinerary 
Culberson and Dr. Hamer outlined their 
itinerary as leaving Los Angeles and 
proceeding to Panama City, Panama; 
Quito, Ecudor; and then to Lima, Cuzco, 
and Iquitos, Peru. 
Machu Picchu, nestled among peaks and 
ridges of the Peruivan Andres, is a heavily 
promoted tourist attraction which is very 
inaccessible. 
Culberson recounted that to reach the 
Incan ruins they had to travel by train 
from Cuzco for three hours, although 
Machu Picchu is only 70 miles away; the 
route is so tortuous. 


loca Capital 


Cuzco is the ancient capital of the Inca 
empire. 
Being professional men, Dr. Hamer and 
Culberson were interested in the conditions 
and developments of their professions in 
South America. Dr. Hamer took Culberson 
on two tours of hospitals, one in Panama 
citv and one in Cuzco. 


In Louisiana 


Dr. Hamer felt the Cuzco General 
Hospital was remarkable. He observed 
depressing 
conditions, 
drab 
physical 
surroundings, and shortages of medical 
equipment and physicians. 
“ The Argentina surgeon who gave us a 
two hour tour didn’t know how many beds 
or patients the hospital had,’’ Dr. Hamer 
said. 
Wooden Scaffolding 
Culberson, a building contractor, noted 
the “ primitive" construction methods in 
many South American cities; wooden 
scaffolding, hand labor. 
But work wasn’t the first concern of the 
two Lompoc traveling companions who 
have jungled together on distant excursions 
before, including Africa and Europe. The 
last few days of this South American trip 
they explored the Amazon River and 
stumbled into a party, uninvited. 
Social Event 
Culberson first located the social event 
one night when he paddled a dug-out up the 
Amazon River from a lodge where they 
stayed 
near 
Iquitos. 
He 
thoughtfully 
returned and picked up Dr. Hamer. 
Culberson said the Indians welcomed 
them although they couldn’t speak Spanish 
and the natives didn’t speak English. Until 
3 a.m., he and Dr. Hamer stayed and 
helped everyone beat drums, blow flutes, 
and drink rum. 
“ The men sat on one side of the room and 
the women sat on the other,” according to 
Culberson. 


Crawfish for gourmefs 


The bottom of a roadside 
ditch IS a funny place to go 
looking for a gourmet meal 
but in south Louisiana that 
IS just what they do — and 
they come up with some 
wonderful things to eat. 
Mudbugs, 
crawdads. 
crayfish and crawfish are 
pulled pound upon pound 
from the prosaic brown- 
water 
canals 
along 
highways. 
They are all the same. It 
does not matter what people 
call them. Two wicked little 
claws, two beady eyes like 
dark dew drops, an armored 
head and body and a jointed- 
armor tail make up a 
crustacean 
whose 
sole 
created purpose once was to 
pinch barefoot boys 
That IS how folks thought 
of them a long time ago, 
before a barefoot Cajun boy 
taught 
his 
kinfolk 
how 
delicious are these lobster­ 
like creatures. 
Once upon a time — as 
preserved in cajun folklore 
— a boy named Narcisse 
Thibodaux and his father 
were 
cooking 
a 
catfish 
“ courtbouiUion" (stew) on 
the banks of Bayou Teche at 
Breaux 
Bridge. 
Narcisse 
dangled his bare feet in the 
bayou and a big crawfish 
clamped his claws onto 
Narcisse’s toe. 
The boy cried out and 
jerked up his foot, flinging 
the crawfish overhead into 
the pot of boiling water. At 
supper 
time, 
Narcisse 
picked 
the 
boiled 
red 
crustacean 
from 
the 
courtbouiUion. 
popped 
it 
into his mouth and made the 


gourmet discovery of Cajun 
cuisine. 
The first boiled crawfish 
was exquisitely delicious, 
and happily ever since, 
Cajuns and their friends 
have dined on millions of 
that crawfish’s relatives. 
Crawfish are eaten in a 
pie called “ bisque,” a stew 
served 
over rice called 
“ etouffe," salad and fried, 
but the all-time favorite is 
boiled crawfish. 
A crawfish boil is an 
informal social occasion, 
perhaps the finest good­ 
time 
Louisiana 
can 
get 
together. 
Family 
meals, 
fraternity parties, business- 
customer 
entertainment, 
gubernatorial 
campaign 
stumping, restaurant dining 
all rally around pots of 
boiling crawfish. 
Mountains of bright red 
boiled crustaceans are piled 
on the tops of tables spread 
with 
old 
newspaper 
in 
kitchens, backyards and on 
camp 
porches 
of 
south 
Louisiana. 
Everybody takes his place 
around 
the 
mounds 
of 
crawfish 
served 
with 
a 
catsup'horse 
radish-hot 
seasoned 
saucée and 
his 
favorite beverage. Five to 
ten pounds feed almost any 
man but there are some for 
whom 20 pounds is just 
enough. 
E^ch person peels his own 
dinner. The meat is in the 
tails. The tails are broken 
from the crawfish and the 
armor 
peeled 
away, 
revealing 
in 
each 
a 
succulent white hunk of 
meat about the size of a

contend with at this famous and 
fabulous course. 
Jack Nicklaus, the 9-4 favorite to 
win his 14th major championship, 
certainly needed no reminding, and 
already has stolen a march on three 
of his main rivals. 
He rates Muirfield as “certainly 
one of the best courses in the world 
and likes it. But the Grand Slam- 
chasing 32-year-old made sure he 
won’t go into the tournament under- 
prepared, showing fullest respect by 
allotting a full week for practice, 
and on the eve of the tournament has 
reached a finely tuned peak 
In contrast, defending champion 
Lee Trevino, 1961-62 winner Arnold 
Palmer and Gary Player, who won 
here in 1959, arrived only Monday. 
“I know this has cut down my 
chances of winning. 
Player said 
realistically.

championship you need to get here a 
week early and prepare solidly. 


But Trevino was not pessimistic, 
despite leaving himself less than 
two days to get to know a course he 
had never seen before.

rough, which this year has been 
eased by “ grading ” 


The wind is rarely absent at 
Muirfield and has a particularly 
nasty habit of switching completely 
round to the east and then back to 
the west, all in the space of a single 
round of golf.

Bottom fish 
hitting hard 


By ЛЛ. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing out of Port San Luis is still on the slow 
side, the average take per boat runing between one and one 
and a half fish per boat Silvers were getting much larger, 
with the occasional chinook scaling at 25 pounds. 
Bottom fishing is something else. Most of the few salmon 
anglers, after deciding the Chinooks were not in a taking 
mood, hit for the rock fishing areas and found fishing 
excellent. Snappers, lings, red cod were hitting most 
anything handed to them. 
So far the albacore are running heavily in the south, but a 
few have been seen in very deep water off Point Arguello. 
San Simeon is still a hot spot for ling cod. with most any 
sort of the 52 species of ’’sebastodes” likely to be included 
in the bag. Whilst we do not recommend spinning tackle for 
real bottom fishing, it is just not fair on a fine piece of gear 
to fight kelp and rocks. But great sport can be had on this 
comparatively light gear to take yellow tail bass, (no 
relation to yellow tail), blues, and other fish who inhabit the 
ocean, not necessarily the very bottom 
Landings in the Santa Barbara and Ventura areas report 
calico and san bass are still the most popular takers. A few 
large white sea bass have been caught out of Oxnard A 
few large halibut were sacked in boats out of Santa 
Barbara, where sportsfishing has been given a face lifting 
and is getting ready for the albacore run. This landing is 
operating out of Oxnard, but is now expanding to Santa 
Barbara, which will be much closer to the expected 
albacore areas. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Catfish are holding the center of the stage at Cachuma 
with trout and bass fishing on the very quiet side. Lots of 
pan fish any part of the lake. 
Lopez Lake had a heavy planting prior to the holiday, and 
anglers with some trout “ know how' have been scoring 
with fish up to 12 inches. 
Probably the best fishing has been from boats which can 
get around to the deep holes, where bait fishing has been 
productive. Trolling has been good with some large 
rainbows being caught. The last plant had quite a few bonus 
fish. In some areas the DFG is stocking large trout that 
have outlived their breeding potential, which make the 
bonus or trophy fish! 
Fishing has picked up at Margarita Lake, with some nice 
catfish weighed in. Crappie are in the picture again, but 
have to be located. We still favor the White Oak Flats and 
Vaca Flats for fair to good fishing. Bass are there, and can 
be seen in some of the clear holes, but this does not say they 
will hit. A bass is one of the smartest of the finney race, 
otherwise there would not be so many ‘‘lunkers“ . 
We have not received any report this week from 
Nacimiento Lake, so we assume that Dick Kelsey and Art 
Price have not recovered from their holiday invasion. 
However we did meet up with a boat load of anglers who 
had big sport mostly with white bass and crappie in the Bee 
Rock area. 
FIRE DANGER 
Water conditions in most areas of northern and central 
California are still prime for the trout fisherman, but fire 
conditions are steadily increasing. In Humboldt County, 
Trinity and Klamath Rivers are normal with fair to good 
fishing. Eel River low and spotty. Coastal salmon fishing 
fair to good if not too rough. In Trinity County, early 
mornings good. Trinity, Whiskeytown. and Lewiston Lakes 
full, clear, and cool. Fishing fair to slow. The Sacramento 
River (Red Bluff) conditions are ideal, with good results to 
be expected in Antelope and Mill Creeks, fair fishing in the 
river. 
Kern River, Fire dangers are critical. Flows of water are 
clear and cold, with all nearby lakes fair to good fishing 
The south fork of the river from Jonsondale to Lake 
Isabella is low and fishing fair, and below the dam water is 
normal with fair fishing 
BASS TAG 
More than 19.000 striped bass were tagged by the DFG 
this year This figures is above last years tagging schedule 
and about the largest to date in the tagging history of the 
DFG. About 500 stripers were tagged with a $5 reward to 
provide an extra incentive for anglers to return them 
So why all this tagging? Well George Warner, Chief of the 
Andromous Fisheries Branch, said the studies are aimed at 
establishing a baseline from which to evaluate how future 
changes in the Delta environment affect striped bass, and 
to determine which environmental conditions control bass 
abundance 
We have two warnings to repeat: put out that fire, and 
also leave so-called lost fawns and other small animals 
alone. They may appear to be lost, but in most cases 
mother is hidden out nearby, also it is against the law to 
possess fawns or deer!

'A community 


of our own' 


J. W. Pense has lived in them for three years. Mrs. 
Frances Woodruff plans to never move out of hers. Mrs. 
Betty Armstrong has always lived in one. 
The subject is trailers — rather, mobile homes. And no 
owner this reporter spoke to belittled the mobile home or 
the mobile home way of living. 
According to Mrs. Armstrong, Palm Mobile Home 
Park, 825 E. Ocean Ave., mobile homes are easier and 
cheaper to maintain, and involve less taxes than houses. 
Each year Mr. Armstrong and her pay a licensing fee. 
For their trailer, a 1967 model, 15x40 foot: $54. 


No property taxes. Monthly rent, a certainty what you 
live in, ranges from $35 to $75 depending on mobile home 
size and trailer park facilities offered 
Mrs. Pat Shaw, also of the Palm Park remembers 
when she lived in and owned a house: 
You never had 
any money to spend,” she said referring to home 
maintenance costs. 


‘‘And the yard work is cut down, 
noted Mrs. Inez De 
Atley, of the Del Norte Mobile Estates, 321 W North St. 
The life in a trailer park leaves little to be desired, as 
it “ is very pleasant to live in a trailer court, said Mrs. 
De Atley. “ We are a community of our own.’ 
Mrs. Armstrong put it clearly. She said, “ Everybody 
knows everybody and everybody cares about everybody. 
When 1 go to the store or leave for the weekend, Mrs. 
Shaw watches my trailer. When she is gone I watch her 
trailer." 
Besides trailer proximity and common interest of 
trailers, a community consciousness is encouraged by 
many mobile home parks. J. W Pense, mobile home 
owner and manager of the Del Norte Mobile Estates, 
schedules park functions (bingo, pinochle) three night a 
week in either of the parks’ two recreational centers.The 
park’s two swimming pools also serve as a social 
vehicle. 


“Usually, people who move into trailers never go back 
to a house,” states J. W. Pense. He lists the reasons to 
include the recreational facilities and the “friendly 
group of people” found in trailer parks. 
Mobile home dwellers represent a cross section of 
people. Teachers, bank clerks, salesmen, military 
families, retired couples partly make-up the whole. 
“The only thing I can say is that we have too much 
stuff for our trailer. With a 12 foot wide trailer we are a 
little stuffed in,” answered Mr. Pense about mobile 
home shortcomings. 


sheds act as some compensation, but they are not 
provided by the trailer park. 
If a workshop is necessary a person can do what Mr. 
Armstrong has done — convert a mobile home bedroom 
into one. 
Trailer makers build these homes on wheels in various 
sizes. The larger and longer trailers are usually 12 feet 
wide and 60 feet long, costing $5,000 to $9,000. They are 
called “single” or “one” wide trailers, which best 
accommodate two people.

collapsible spare “screen” room and is used as a 
bedroom. Other single wides expand double in width The 
“expando” is a trailer within a trailer, as one whole side 
slides out. 
Two trailers added together is a double wide trailer It 
is priced from $8,000 to $20,000 Width is from 20 to 24 
feet across; large enough for a medium size family. 
Although owners unconditionally praise mobile homes, 
some “drawbacks” are apparent Monthly payments are 


steeper than house payments, informed a salesman from 
Leach & Carter Mobile Home Sales, Santa Maria. 
Added with the park lot rental, close to two hundred 
dollars of the monthly income is spent. 
A second consideration is moving. There are two 
problems in this area. One, moving is costly if the mobile 
home’s dimensions exceed 8 x 45 feet. Trailers of this 
size and larger must, by law, be moved professionally. 
The Morgan Nationwide Mobile Home Transporting 
Inc. in Oxnard listed their rates as one dollar per mile 
out of state for single wide trailers and two dollars for 
double wide trailers on the average. Within California 
rates are 33 cents from 0 to 5 miles, 87 cents from 100 to 
115 miles. 
Mrs. Shaw paid movers $187 to transport her trailer 
from Vandenberg to its present location on Ocean Ave. 
She felt, however, it was a fair price. 
Damage is the second moving hazard The longer more 
cheaply constructed mobile homes are not built to 
travel. This contradiction has been the lesson of some 
owners too late. 
Mobile home owners may be paying more taxes than 
they realize. A recent Minnesota study concluded that 
mobile home owners pay their fair tax share, and in 
certain states pay three percent higher taxes than 
conventional home owners in the long run. Thirty-four 
states tax mobile homes as personal property Five 
states tax them as real property. 
Notwithstanding the above realities, retired couples 
and married couples are increasingly occupying mobile 
homes, said the manager of the Mountain View Mobile 
Homes park, 610 E. Pine Ave. 
Mr. Pense pointed out that in 1969 Del Norte had 60 
vacancies. Today one lot is vacant. 
In Lompoc, as of Feb. 1, 1972, 885 residents live in 424 
mobile homes throughout six parks. 
According to the 1970 Census of Housing, California 
had 185,379 mobile homes, more than any other state.

Koreans mellow 


The decision of the two Koreas to start 
talking with each other after two decades 
of shouting may have taken the world by 
surprise, but it did not come totally 
without warning. 
The two regimes already had made 
gingerly public contact through Red Cross 
representatives, a very safe and politically 
noncommittal first step. Those in power in 
Seoul and Pyongyang may have known 
there was something more to those civil 
but stiff initial meetings last year on the 
Panmunjon 
neutral 
ground, 
but 
any 
outside observer who had taken this as the 
shape of something else to come so rapidly 
would 
likely 
have 
lost 
his 
pundit 
accreditation 
on 
grounds 
of 
foolish 
optimism. 
Numerous developments, not all of a 
Korean nature, produced the changed 
atmosphere which makes rapprochement 
possible. 
President Nixon’s summit diplomacy 
has initiated dramatic changes in the great 
power relationships which set the tone, 
and usually determine the intensity in the 
case of client states such as the Koreas, 
for 
the 
confrontations 
of 
sm aller 
countries. 
Korea has been largely on the sidelines 
during the years of the Vietnam conflict 
and assorted other flash crises around the 
globe, beneficiary of a benign neglect 
which has given the Koreans a somewhat 
freer hand in working out their own future 
than is the case with most such small 
states on the East-West ideological front 
line. 
Both North and South Korea have made 
impressive recoveries from the war that 
devastated both. Both are able to talk 
about reunification from positions of 
considerable internal strength, an equality 
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which removes an element of strain from 
negotiations. 
Events 
may 
have 
created 
the 
atmosphere for contact, but in the end it 
was men who made it possible — men in 
Seoul and Pyongyang who decided the time 
had come to begin, at least, to talk to each 
other. 
Som ething 
sim ila r 
has 
been 
developing, 
although 
much 
more 
hesitantly 
and 
less 
dramatically, 
in 
another divided legacy of World War II — 
Germany. And then there is Vietnam . . . 
Not much less surprising than the 
decision 
of 
the 
Koreans 
to 
talk 
reunification would have been, at one 
time, the welcome it has received in 
W ashington. 
Such 
do-it-them selves 
diplomacy, which is openly being viewed 
as presaging a scaling down if not phasing 
out of significant U.S. involvement, would 
have 
been 
viewed 
as 
an 
alarming 
weakening of the anti-Communist front not 
so very long ago. 
Even today, Korean developments are 
likely to appear more ominous than 
optimistic to some who discern little basic 
change in the world situation during the 
past two decades. Despite summitry, 
mellowing regimes and travel and trade 
relaxations, the Communist enemy is as 
inimical as ever. 


Nevertheless, times change, even in 
power politics. President Park s Seoul 
regime, acting largely on its own, would 
appear to be very much in step with 
P resid en t 
N ixon ’s 
diplom acy 
of 
reconciliation on the global scale.-The 
reunification 
gesture, 
whatever 
its 
eventual result, at least has the virtue of 
allied consistency.

Little by little the analysis rolls 
in, to the considerable disadvantage 
of Senator George McGovern who, 
even as he has now embraced the 
cause of Israel more hawkishly than 
anyone since General Dayan, will 
surely, sometime before Election 
Day, deliver a paean on the tax 
loophole.

consulted his computers, feeding 
them one of Senator McGovern’s 
formulas for bringing wealth to the 
needy, 
and discovered that $42 
billion was missing I.e., that just 
one of the redistributionist schemes 
proposed by Senator McGovern was 
underfinanced 
by 
a 
mere 
$42 
billion. 
The backer was not 
the man best suited 
to 
question 
the 
reliability of com­ 
puters so it is not 
known whether he 
will finally back off 
from his computers 
or from his candi­ 
date. 
Now the Economics Division of 
the Mellon Bank in Pittsburgh, in its 
news letter, makes a few gentle 
comments 
about 
the 
loopholes 
Senator 
McGovern 
is 
forever 
talking about. Do you remember 
that one about all the people who 
reported gross incomes in excess of 
$200,000 in 1970 who paid zero taxes?

High indignation set in every time 
Senator McGovern mentioned the 
matter. What he did not mention is 
that there were exactly 106 such 
cases, and that a study of them 
reveals 
that 
the 
overwhelming 
majority either a) paid taxes to 
foreign 
countries 
receiving 
the 
usual tax credit; or b) paid state 
taxes, 
or 
c) 
had 
deductions 
sanctioned 
by 
law 
Senator 
McGovern also did not mention that 
there are in fact 15,000 American 
citizens who reported incomes in 
excess of $200,000 who did pay 
income taxes, — at an effective tax 
rate of 44 per cent. 
Nor 
does 
Senator 
McGovern 
stress the use of loopholes to people 
who are not necessarily rich. For 
instance, the joint return permitted 
husband and wife, in the absence of 
which loophole the Government 
would realize six to ten billion 
dollars in additional revenue. 
The new tax law of 1969, regularly 
disparaged as a rich man’s tax law, 
deserves to be criticized for any 
number of reasons, all of them, 
however, more complicated than 
those Senator McGovern comes up 
with That tax law reduced the rate 
of income taxation by 82 per cent for 
those earning $3,000 or less; by 43 
per cent for those earning $3 - 5 
thousand, by 27 per cent for those 
earning $5 - 7 thousand, — and so on, 
with a reduction of 1.7 per cent for 
those earning $50 - 100 thousand ; and 
an increase of 7 per cent for those 
earning $100 thousand and over. 
But the figures are tiresome, 
when put beside the principal point, 
which 
is 
that over 
the 
years 
Congress and Executive have done 
what they thought best to affect the 
allocation of resources. The Mellon 
Bank’s economic newsletter sums it 
up: 
“For example, it (the tax law» is 
used to encourage home ownership,

to lower the cost ol borrowing to 
state and local governments, to 
increase the value of retirement and 
unemployment benefits, to lower 
the cost of medical care, and to 
encourage 
private 
philanthropy. 
Reasonable men can disagree on 
whether 
or 
not 
the individual 
income tax law is the proper vehicle 
through 
which 
such objectives 
should be accomplished. But it is 
clear that proposals to abolish the 
existing set of tax preferences, 
unless 
accompanied 
by 
other 
positive 
m easures, imply 
a 
repudiation of the objectives which 
originally led to the establishment 
of the preferences.” 
It is quite literally that simple: 
Should Congress, or should it not, 
encourage married couples, home 
owners, the sick, the economically 
venturesome? Candidate McGovern 
will in due course need to face up to 
the consequences of his rhetoric. 
When he does so, I for one, wish 
that he might say something truly 
radical. Namely that it is not the 
proper business of Government to 
attempt 
to 
manipulate 
human 
economic behavior by a tissue of 
built-in biases in the tax law. The 
trouble with the idea of making 
justice via tax laws is that one never 
really knows what it is that one is 
accomplishing , who it is that one is 
hurting 
Professor Friedman has 
over and over again demonstrated 
that efforts by the Government to 
give the little man a break by this or 
the other welfare subsidy end by 
hurting him. A true break with 
economic interventionism would see 
McGovern 
coming 
out 
against 
rinky-dink tax laws, against all 
deductions 
(except 
obviously 
justified deductions), in favor of the 
elimination 
of 
the 
progressive 
feature of the income tax, and in 
favor of a maximum tax rate of 20 
per cent. 


Someday I am going to use the 
wrong middle initial when I apply 
for a driver’s license or sign some 
document or put my name on a 
petition.

‘‘Dear California Conservative:” 
Now wait a minute, says I. Who put 
that label on me? I am a liberal 
co n serv ativ e 
or 
perh ap s 
a 
conservative liberal, but don’t just 
thumbtack me down in one spot like 
that! The letter went on for two 
pages telling me how they want to 
deluge college campuses with packs 
of “hard-hitting conservative books 
to student leaders to help convert 
them into good conservatives and 
anti-communists.” They say that by 
reading these books the rioting 
radicals will be converted into 
conservatives and this generation of 
California students will be saved. 
And please send money. I happen to 
believe that a lot of the unrest on 
campuses all over the world is a 
result of dissatisfaction with the 
continuance of the status quo in 
thought, methods of teaching and 
subject m atter in the classroom and 
administration of the schools. If this 
is being a radical, so be it. 
I have also been asked to serve on 


several boards which decide the 
military strategy of our country. 
How would you like that? They want 
me to be more involved in such 
things. My gosh, do they know what 
they’re asking? When my household 
was running at full blast I had 
trouble plotting the strategy for 
that! I’ll just have to turn that one 
down. 
A Mr. Keating is very determined 
— I get a letter at least twice a 
month — that I do something about 
the 
m orals 
of 
our 
contry. 
Pornography is rampant. I wonder 
if he subscribes to the Cosmopolitan 
or Playboy. In this letter my name 
is sprinkled liberally throughout the 
letter 
and 
Lompoc 
is 
often 
mentioned. Maybe we ARE the city 
which in known throughout the 
United States as being low on the 
totem pole where morality and 
crime are concerned! 
Evidently the word has gotten out 
that our ladies investment club 
sometimes gets in loud arguments 


about what we should buy or sell and 
when because one of the letters 
wants me to buy a bunch of manuals 
and books to make me the smartest 
one of all. That would take all the 
fun out of it and anyway they 
wouldn’t believe me. 
Along with all this trash are the 
letters that appeal to the heart of a 
person to help the Indians, the 
Korean, Pakistani, Salesian and 
Indonesian children, the Blind and 
the Deaf, etc. etc. Some include 
pens, key chains or any number of 
things which make you feel guilty if 
you don’t send a contribution. 


Most of this is sent for one cent. 
When I send a plea for money it 
costs me eight which I think is 
discrimination. And I don’t get any 
more results from my pleas than 
they do and it is costing me more. I 
should get a list of people that 
probably feel as I do about this junk 
mail and send out a bunch of 
letters......

pumping history of the wells that 
continue to maintain the same level 


they were at some years ago despite 
increased pumping and little natural 
rainfall. 

It’s kind of 
exciting to think of a pool of water 
or a stream extending as far north

Somewhere I bumped into the story 
that the presence of the river might 
be corroborated by the existence of 
an unusual spring in the mountains 
south of the end of Miguelito Canyon 
Road I believe it’s owned by the 
City of Lompoc. 
R e a d e rs 
m ay 
re c a ll 
my 
references to Stephen Riess, that 
fabled finder of water who lives on 
Sulfur Mountain southeast of Ojai. 
Riess won a federal court suit 
recently over payment for some of 
the water he found for interests in 
the Simi Valley area. He has also 
found water for Spain, the Vatican, 
the State of Israel and Egypt just to 
mention 
some 
of 
the 
more 
impressive customers. 
He uses what he calls, “ Rock 
Chemistry,” which may or may not 
make sense to readers. A book, 
“ New Water for a Thirsty World,” 
written by a University of California 
professor tells all about it. 
Riess is a legend in his own time. 
Not long ago I asked Thomas 
Stetson, engineering consultant for 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
River 
Water 
Conservation 
District 
what 
he 
thought of Riess, and his response 
was swift: “ Not much.” That kind 
of assessment wouldn’t bother Riess 
because he's used to it. It doesn't 
bother lovers of the legend either 
because they know what he's done. 
Just as a kind of aside, I recall a 
former Ventura City Councilman 
Tom Bailey established a brilliant 
reputation 
by 
locating 
water 
underneath the city at a tune when 
supplies 
were 
drying 
up 
with 
startling rapidity. 


Bailey was a former university 
professor and I believe is active now 
with his own consulting firm. 
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
